M usic is very important to Omar 

Hikal, which isn't a surprising fact 
given that he is the CEO of 
Archimedia, a UAE home theatre 
design and installation company 
This passion can also be seen throughout his Dubai 
Marina apartment where he has lived since 2003 and 
was drawn to by the abundance of light: "I was 
attracted to this apartment because I felt that the 
energy was fantastic and there is lots of light plus it 
is very quiet. I love the balcony and can spend hours 
out there just looking out at the view and into the 
distance. I also love the small little nook off the 
kitchen that I turned in to a home office" Omar says. 
"The layout is quite cosy with an open kitchen and 
living area where I spend most of my time, and two 
bedrooms, which are very bright - this was an 
important factor for me" he continues. 

When it came to putting his stamp on his home 
Omar wanted to reflect the light feel, which drew 
him to the apartment plus the installation of 


audio-visual and automation system was a must. 
The total redecoration took around 4 months. 

"I wanted the flat to be airy and bright in the 
living areas with a more distinctive style in the 
bedrooms, so the living area is mostly light 
colours with accents of blue (I was lucky enough 
to be able to get Bowers and Wilkins to make me 
a custom pair of midnight blue 804Ds]. My music 
is very important to me and having music all 
over the home was a very important element of 
the overall concept of the apartment. I tend to 
create rooms around certain pieces that catch my 
eye. So my bathroom was designed around a very 
specific bathmat that I loved. My kitchen was 
designed around a set of white Henckel Knives 
which I fell in love with in Antwerp a couple 
years ago. The living room was based on my 
speakers, and so on. I asked a friend to help me 
create mood boards based around these 
concepts and voila. " explains Omar, who is very 
happy with his home; "I love it. I love the energy — 
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H O/M ES&INTERIORS 







and I love coming home at the end of a long 
day. 1 love being able to control everything 
from my iPad or iPhone and 1 love having my 
music playing in all the rooms... its home." 

With regards to the finishing touches in 
the apartment, Omar based his selection on 
things he enjoys, such as reading, music and 
films so he ensured that each room allows 
him to do this with ease and simplicity thanks 
to the systems installed by Archimedia, which 
flow seamlessly in to each room. The most 
eye-catching of which is the sleek, wooden 
home cinema in the living room. 

With such a modern home, Omar was keen 
to do his part for the environment: "1 installed 
a lighting control system that helps me save 
quite a lot on energy consumption. My 
automation system helps me monitor energy 
consumption so 1 know if 1 am being terribly 
unfriendly to mother Earth. 1 have lots of 
natural light in the flat so that also helps me 
be eco-friendly by not needing my lights at 
100% very often" he explains. 

As the decor, location and feel of the 
apartment is ideal for Omar, is there an3h:hing 
he'd want to change if he could? "1 wish it 
were bigger. 1 could use a little more space to 
entertain, but otherwise 1 love it!" Hill

T he moment Anam Siddiqui stepped 
into the Abu Dhabi apartment and 
saw the view, she knew she had 
found her inspiration. For the 
owner and senior interior designer 
at Perfect Proportions, the view of the turquoise 
blue Arabian Gulf from the windows of the house 
was a vignette that had to be captured in the 
decor. The relaxing seascape-inspired palette and 
calming textures gave this urban apartment 
a resort vibe. 

"1 always think every space has a potential to 
be something beautiful. It is like an empty canvas 
to me that can be moulded into anything," says 
Anam. "It helped that there was absolutely no 
existing furniture and that 1 could really start 
from scratch. The view was also quite stunning 
so 1 knew from that point 1 wanted to tie in the colours of the sea into a room in the home." 

Anam collaborated closely with her client on this home, working together on the vision. The 
homeowner wanted the comfortable contemporary feel of rustic modern decor. Anam's expertise as an 
interior designer meant that the scheme was livened up with interesting finishes and lighting effects. 
"We decided to use solid wood panels in a natural colour with soft, hidden lighting, and white lacquered 
Italian finishes on the furniture with a mix of raw wood and leathers." 

Completed in about four months from start to finish, Anam's design brings together the landscape, 
the sea view and the contemporary home her client wanted, with easy charm. 

Anam isn't the first interior designer who was requested by the client to make the bedrooms 
resemble a luxury hotel room. The challenge for the designer was to achieve this wish with the rustic 
modern aesthetic that she wanted for the home. "Rustic generally makes a home feel more homely 
rather than hotel-like. So we really had to think about the materials and how we used them," Anam says. 

The bedroom feels like a relaxing retreat, thanks to the clean, fuss-free design. Clutter has been 
banished and the existing space has been cleverly used to create a bedroom that truly feels luxe. A full 
wall headboard in muted shades of sand and grey not only makes it comfortable to rest against the wall 
but also saves space. The bed is dressed with luxurious bedding and pillows in shades of seagrass and 
silver, in keeping with the nautical theme. 

After seeing how the spaces are decorated, it comes as no surprise to learn that Anam absolutely 
loves mixing and matching and if it's with big, bold prints, even better. "My pet peeve is furniture sets. 

1 hate seeing the same dresser with the same side tables with the same bed, it just lacks in character and 
personality. It's all about subtlety and achieving harmony between all the pieces in the room," she adds. 
"1 am seeing a lot of sea greens and pastel blues this season which 1 adore as well. Bring on the nautical 
season!"

We asked Anam what part of the scheme she was most pleased 
about. “I love the way the lighting effects have turned out and the 
massive TV unit design is another favourite. It really adds that 
modern rustic feel, which we had envisioned for the home. One of the 
trickiest parts of this project was getting the solid wood walls and 
lighting right. It's all about strategically placing sockets and switches 
and making sure the lighting isn't too harsh or bare, and it works 
beautifully to complement the wood."

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t is important to begin with the site 
and establish what type of form the 
site can accommodate, and then 
create a form in which the spaces 
function for the client. In that sense, 
you begin from the outside in, but 
you have to move in both directions 
at the same time to create the 
dialogue between the inside and the 
outside.' Tadeo Ando, known as "the 
father of architectural haiku". 

'We're both minimalists,' says 
Pauline Mutlow about her and her 
husband, Robert's, design 
sensibility. 'We wanted spaces 
undefined by walls and under one span of roof; 
we wanted a skeleton that would not compete 
with our surroundings, because they are so 
beautiful. And we wanted to use as much in the 
way of local materials as possible. We were 
hugely inspired by the Japanese Modernist 
Tadao Ando.' As she speaks, Pauline Mutlow 
absent-mindedly runs two fingers around and 
around the smooth yet just slightly uneven 
rim of a giant ceramic bowl, and the lemons 
it holds seem to grow more vibrantly yellow 
against the dark ceramic vessel with every turn. 

She's going back some 16 years, recounting 
the original vision she Robert shared for their 
newly-acquired stretch of pristine fynbos on 
the back slope of Table Mountain overlooking 
the Atlantic Ocean. But back then, the 
sweeping views from Hout Bay to Cape Point 
below were known only to porcupines, snakes 
and sun-bathing dassies. Phrases such as 
'Japanese Modernist' and 'local materials' had 
yet to enter South Africa's dominant 
architectural lexicon. And 'Tadao Ando', now 
known as the father of 'architectural haiku', 
was certainly not a name that rang many bells. 

None of which at all phased Pauline and 
Robert. 'We're both very singular people and 
always have been,' says Pauline. 'We've always 
been rowing our own boats.' 

Such was the case back in 1996 when 
Pauline, a qualified interior designer, opened 
her minimalist shop LIM (Less Is More] in 
Cape Town's City Bowl. Then, there was little 
in the way of mid-century modern decor or 
design on offer, and yet LIM quickly earned 
itself a reputation as an innovative retail 
leader. LIM has gone on to firmly establish 
itself as Cape Town's 'Gold Standard' with 
Pauline's slick, clean-lined furniture designs, 
elegantly simple forms, neutral monochromes 
and African tribal and Japanese Zen accents. 

If LIM is a showcase for Pauline's restrained 
yet evocative brand of Ando-inspired 
minimalism, then her home is its epitome. 

With the help of architect Andrew Meiring, the 
Mutlows went on to create not just an — ►

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Ando-influenced home, which at the time 
would have been impressive enough, nor 
even a fitting homage to him, but one that 
captures his entire philosophical and 
aesthetic philosophy. At the root, the house 
draws together and unites what Ando called 
'a mismatch' between Modernism's 
functionality or 'logic', and spirituality... or, 
'the spirit of a place'. The idea is to create an 
architecture that easily enables a profound 
experience with nature, both its beauty and 
its essential spirit, and the guiding principles 
are to use natural light creatively so as not to 
disturb the landscape. 

And it's hard to imagine a more 
successful result. Swathes of glass bring in 
the surrounding fynbos and roof-height 
picture windows showcase the dramatic 


backdrop of granite boulders to the degree 
that the building itself feels liberatingly 
inconsequential. A structural skeleton 
comprising three parallel rectangular spaces 
(one the guest 'wing', one the living area, and 
one the private master suite] under an 
all-encompassing mono-pitch roof, is both 
functional and serenely simple. It enables a 
sense of entirety, and separation at once - 
further enhanced by the strategic use of 
another Ando trademark: thick and 
permanent off-shutter grey concrete walls. 

Two such walls frame the house, defining 
the greater space without fully enclosing it. 
Poured in-situ, they are imprinted with the 
shutter frames' wood grain textures and 
bolt-marks and because of how the concrete 
is poured and formed, when exposed to — ►

natural light they take on a luminous quality 
that is strangely dematerialising, if not 
transportive. 

These walls bear testimony to the quiet yet 
profound power of Wabi Sabi, the Japanese art 
of embracing the beauty of imperfection 
combining that which is humble with that 
which is beautiful over the natural progression 
of time. It's an aesthetic close to Pauline's heart 
and one that is echoed in her treasured 
collection of Raku pottery, her repeated use of 
natural poplar wood blocks as side-tables, and 
the found driftwood sculptures that punctuate 
the space at random. 

It's also very much present in the large, 
uneven ceramic bowl bowl filled with lemons 
she unthinkingly caresses as she speaks. 

Totally tactile, it makes redundant any 
connotations of minimalism as “austere" or 
“clinical" and turns in into something 
evocative. This is the 'haiku effect', and it 
emanates from every inch of this house: an 
emphasis on next-to-nothingness that 
highlights physical experience and sensation, 
and turns a humble home into a sacred, even 
soulful, home. 


The high picture 
windows and 
concrete cast 
walls are repeated 
in the main 
bedroom, and an 
organic sisal 
carpet provides 
much-appreciated 
warmth under 
foot.

Mains 
were the Beef tenderloin served with braised porcini 
mushrooms and the Artisan ravioli stuffed with beetroot and 
mascarpone with pea foam and sage butter - both were cooked 
to perfection and the ideal size, leaving us room for dessert, 
which, despite everything being delicious, was the highlight. The 
Tribeca cheesecake went down a storm not just for its taste but
